Late Fashions. 
The E nglish Walking J acket 
Suit.—The English walking jacket is 
a stylish and serviceable garment, 
which takes the first place among the 
imported fall styles. It is an easy-fit­ 
ting, convenient wrap, to be worn over 
fall and Winter suits, and is plain 
enough for travelling, shopping, etc., 
yet sufficiently handsome enough to 
be worn witli all hut the most dressy 
street toilettes. It is mostly imported 
in the thick, soft, shaggy cloth now 
called camel’s hair cloth, hut formerly 
known as chinchilla, and in heavy di­ 
agonal cloths showing wide vertical 
ribs. Dark olive, blue, bronze, slate 


and myrtle green cloths arc preferred 
this season to black ones. The trim­ 
ming is usually in bands, revers, co­ 
vers, cuffs, etc., of velvet or repped 
silk of the shade of the cloth, piped or 
corded on the edge, or else heuifed with 
the new yak braid. The buttons are 
of steel or pearl, colored to match, or 
else of oxydized silver. 
If a more 
dressy garment is preferred, cashmere 
or camel’s hair is used, with silk ami 
fringe or yak lace for trimming. 
F r e n c h C o stu m e s.—Costumes for 
the street form an important part of 
fall importations. 
They are made 
with skirts long enough to touch the 
floor when worn in the house, hut are 
drawn up hy rings and drawing strings 
before going out; and when a mantle 
is added, the street suit is complete. 
The redingote reappears as wo describ­ 
ed recently. A basque and overskirt 
are also retained, in altered shapes, 
however, and there is an eft’ort to sim­ 
plify ornament, and use more tint 
trimmings on skirts tlmt now cling 
very closely to the figure, and are de­ 
cidedly abridged in width. 
Among overskirts the round, long, 
apron front now worn is again seen, 
but suffers a change by being opened 
up to the belt behind. This opening 
is trimmed up each side; the hack 
breadths are not draped in the middle, 
but are formed into two long points by 
being caught up very high on the 
sides. 
Basques have attained the perfection 
of shape, and are not radically chang­ 
ed. The revers, with coat collar and 
ruff, are its conspicuous features, and 
appear on both single and double 
breasted jockey basques. Many open 
over-vests in the way seen in Fig. 4, 
on the first page of Razar No. 38, Vol. 
VI. The ruff and round revers, with 
the back turned up is very stylish. 
Broad backs formed of four* pieces of 
the same width are found among the 
new dresses oftenor than those with 
wide side bodies and narrow middle 
pieces. Thick cords are again used in 
the arm-holes, and as edging for the 
front of basque skirts, instead of a 
piping fold. The lower part of the 
basque is formed into fanciful lappets; 
or else has two hollow plaits, is either 
square or pointed, and is often edged 
with lace or fringe, while the front is 
plainly corded. 
The denii-polonaise, with long point­ 
ed front, rounding shorter behind un­ 
der a basque, is the style chosen for 
dresses that are to lie worn both in the 
house and street. It is made close-fit­ 
ting and single-breasted, but lias the 
inevitable revers and collar.

That Calcium Light. 
“The mountains are In labor, and a 
little mouse is born.” It has fallen 
upon ua and we are dazzled. Tlu* Ju­ 
piter Tonans of San Diego has thun­ 
dered, and we are terrified. He has 
prophesied and we tremble. He has 
used large words and we have gone to 
the Dictionary. He has quoted Dick­ 
ens and the Classical Antiquities, aud 
we have at once consulted Smith and 
Modern Literature. He has accused 
us of being middle aged, and we have 
gone to the glass to see whether we 
are growing old. 
Failing in his judicial aspirations, 
failing even in electing his candidate, 
having bolted the regular nominee, 
because he himself was beaten in the 
nomination, our Jupiter Tonans turns 
prophet. He prophecies defeat for the 
regular nominee, and wonderful suc­ 
cess for his own candidate, he builds 
majorities, and has his Judge passing 
decisions and winning laurels on the 
bench. How successful a prophet he 
was, let the vote say. He probably 
had confounded prophets and profits— 
that is, the ducats were jingling in his 
pocket before his advocacy appeared, 
for this is the way San Diego, with its 
scanty 3,000, living upon the few un­ 
fortunate eastern people, whom exten­ 
sive advertising have brought into 
their midst, supports its dailies. 
Encouraged by his success in the ju­ 
dicial canvass, this Jupiter Tonans 
puts on the garments of the prophetic 
hag, and becomes a prophetess. Thus 
the prophecies, with her usual accu­ 
racy: 
The proprietor of that paper is a re­ 
tired schoolmaster. We know this by 
an infalliable inspiration. 
He is just 
verging on midale age, and has ac­ 
quired that fixed pedagogic pig-head­ 
edness that prevents his taking the 
advice of friends. 
We have heard of 
people 
doing very absurd things. 
Quilp’s boy, in “Old Curiosity Shop,” 
who always would stand on his head, 
was one of them. 
But that left that 
urchin’s pennies and marbles in his 
pocket. This enterprise of starting 
th e H e r a l d was not only a folly, but 
an expensive one. 
The projector of the H e r a l d must 
be a great criminal, if, as Talleyrand 
said, a blunder is worse than a crime. 
It was a terrible blunder to start such 
a sheet in Los Angeles. It showed, in 
the first place, that the poor fellow is 
out of his reckoning; and, when the 
mariner is out of his bearings, he is 
sure to be cast on the rocks. 
The ab­ 
surdity of it! 
Here is this fated man 
sneering at San Diego, which is so 
alive, aiert and intelligent that, with 
only about thirty-five hundred people, 
she would support two daily newspa­ 
pers to the one Los Angeles could pre­ 
tend to support. He goes to work and 
llings out a slieet that would be large 
enough for Han Francisco, and does 
not hear the roar of the financial 
breakers aiiead. For a little while 
Los Angeles may handle the goods 
which go up to Han Bernardino, the 
Clark aud Ivanpah Districts, and then 
her light goes out forever. Then she 
will have to fall hack upon that solita­ 
ry woolen mill, aud peddle oranges 
aud sour wine for a living. W hat a 
future to be exultant about? 
As the 
Han Diego “back country” she will 
do very well, but there is an eud. 
Still that remorseless veil keeps ris­ 
ing, aud we see the poor fellow the 
suqject of speculation amongst the 
cent, per cent, people. 
He will be 
able to write, on tne margin of his 
big sheet, the names of his few sub­ 
scribers, for the Los Angeles folk, ex­ 
cept the dilettanti, are not a reading 
people, and the latter like to read the 
Han Francisco and eastern dailies, 
and to borrow the World, and read 
that. 
But the end is soon readied. Mad 
with the shame of having mistaken a 
Rip Van Winkle village, iu which 
there are a number of very elegant 
and aristocratic people, 1'or an em­ 
bryo city, this newspaporial Charles 
the Twelfth, boru “to point a moral” 
of misplaced confidence, and to “adorn 
a tale” of disappointed hope, will some 
fine morning, take the cars for the 
Breakwater. Embarking on the steum- 
er, he will come down to Foint Loina; 
and, as the vessel rounds that splendid 
headland, the glorious panorama of 
Han Diego, nestling at the foot of her 
geutle mesa, with the sun emblazon­ 
ing her elegant villas and gorgeous 
public buildings, will burst on his 
dazzled but despondent vision, 
it 
will madden him. 
With the cry of a 
lost spirit, he will plunge overooard 
into the deep waters which circle 
Zuniga shoal, and the memory of the 
Los Angeles H e r a l d , and its umbiti- 
oua conductor will have been gathered 
to the "limbo of things lost on earth.”

CHICAGO. 


C h i c a g o , Oct. 22.—In the National 
Board of Trade this morning three re­ 
solutions, reported to the Executive 
council, in reference to American ship­ 
ping interests, were taken up for de­ 
bate. The first resolution, favoring 
payment by Congress of a bounty to 
American ship builders, met with al­ 
most unanimous disapproval. A dele­ 
gate from Wilmington, Delaware, de­ 
clared that the ship builders there 
did not desire Government aid, assert­ 
ed that the cost of ship building in 
Clyde was now only ten per cent, less 
than in America, and was constantly 
increasing by the advance of labor, 
coal and iron. Worrel, of Philadel­ 
phia, endorsed this statement and said 
that American ship builders ilid not 
ask Government aid and needed no 
protection. The resolution was tabled 
by a vote of 58 to 3. The second resolu­ 
tion, renewing the former recommen­ 
dation of the Board for rebate of duties 
on ship stores for use by vessels in 
foreign trade, was then taken up.

WASHINGTON. 


W ashington, Oct. 22.—The Treas­ 
ury Department has notice that fifty 
thousand ounces of silver have been 
received at the Mint in Philadelphia 
from Chicago, with the request that it 
be coined and returned in half, quarter 
dollars and dimes. Tt will furnish 
change to the amount of $62,500. Sil­ 
ver is now paid out to a limited ex­ 
tent in this city. Dr. Linderman, Di- 
teotor of the Bureau of the Mint, says 
silver wil lbe in general circulation as 
currency on November 1st. All the 
Mints in the country have been order­ 
ed to work their full capacity in coin­ 
ing silver. 
The Polaris investigation concluded 
yesterday. Those examined, with the 
exception of Dr. Bissell, will leave for 
the north. 
Reid, the U. S. Consul at Dundee, 
reports that Bryh, Booth and Mauch, 
of the Polaris, have reached his consul­ 
ate, and leave on Friday for the United 
States. 
Dr. Bissell will remain in Washing­ 
ton till the new chart of the Polar 
ocean is completed, and will be tem­ 
porarily attached to tlie Smithsonian 
Institute. 
A delegation of Ute chiefs and Apa­ 
ches from Colorado, had a talk with 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
this morning, with regard to re-locat­ 
ing their agency. Chief Olay was the 
principal speaker. 
The President is unwell, anil has re­ 
mained in the private part of the ex­ 
ecutive mansion to-day. He was com­ 
plaining yesterday of a severe cold, 
hut attended to public business.

For the consideration ol' those who 
contemplate changing their place of 
residence to some locality more fa­ 
vored in climate ami business, we of­ 
fer the following information relative 
to Los Angeles county, California. 
The matter will be arranged under 
four heads: 
1st—Agriculture. 
2il—Manufacturing. 
3d—Commerce, considered as to geo­ 
graphical position, railroad connec­ 
tion, and harbor facilities. 
4th—Sanitary condition. 
A G R IC U L T U R E . 
During the winter months the tem­ 
perature is from 56° at night to 65° du­ 
ring the day. A very light frost oc­ 
curs in a few nights in the year, say 
four to twelve nights. The frost is sel­ 
dom hard enough to hurt corn. During 
the day the warm temperature causes 
a rapid growth of grass and vegetation. 
The orange is iu bloom from January 
to June. The rain usually commences 
to fall in December, and continues in 
quantities and at intervals best suited 
to putting in crops, until in May. The 
most rain falls in December, January 
und February. From June to Decem­ 
ber there is practically no rain, but 
the dry season is adapted to ripening 
the grain and fruits. 
The result of 
such a climate is, that almost any­ 
thing will grow aud produce well. 


LOS a n g e i .e s v a l l e y 
is crescent-shaped, the ocean forming 
the concavity, and the mountains 
forming the back-ground. The length 
of the crescent is some 75 miles, and 
its greatest width about 35 miles. Va­ 
rious smaller fine valleys lie imme­ 
diately back of the main valley, and 
connect with it. The exposure of this 
valley is to the south and west, and to 
the ocean. The ocean breeze tempers 
the climate winter and summer. The 
high ranges of mountains north and 
cast break all violent storms. Out of 
these mountains come three rivers, 
and innumerable springs and rivulets. 
These fiow into the valley, and, sink­ 
ing beneath the surface, till the Los 
Angeles Imsin with water. This basin 
is of blue clay, existing a ta depth of 
26 to 56 feet below the surface. 
The 
rim next the ocean is low enough to 
allow the water to escape before Hood­ 
ing the valley. 
The water in this ba­ 
sin stands at a depth of three to 36 feet 
below the surface. This undergjound 
reservoir supplies the roots of t rces and 
vines with perpetual moisture; in fact, 
so great is the tendency of the water 
to soak through the soil to the surface, 
that when the land is ploughed and 
left free from weeds, it remains moist 
to within one or two inches of the sur­ 
face the whole of the dry summer und 
fall. 
When this fact becomes more 
generally known, irrigation will be 
abandoned on all low lands, except for 
very short-rooted crops. 


TW O H U N D R E D A R T E SIA N W EL LS 
are now flowing in the valley. They 
vary in depth from 46 feet to 156 feet; 
most of them are about 106 feet or 126 
feet deep. 
T IIE SOIL 
consists of four grades. First—Low, 
rich, black alluvial soil, containing 
such a proportion of sand as to best 
fit the land for easy cultivation; water 
being from 2 feet to 15 feet from the 
surface. Of this there are about 350,­ 
000 acres, of which about 20,000 are 
under cultivation. The products ami 
yield per acre are: 
Corn, 60 to 100 
bushels; barley, 40 to 60 bushels; rye, 
same; alfalfa, six crops per year, of 
11 to 2 tons each crop. All kinds of 
trees except semi-tropical, and prob­ 
ably even these will do well. All kinds 
of grain and fiberous produces, flax, 
hemp or ramie do well; yielding from 
10 to 120 per cent, heavier crops than 
in the western and eastern States. 
Price per acre, $12 to $50. Second— 
Table land, consisting of clay und 
gravel mixed witii loam, of a red or 
red und yellow color—water 12 feet to 
30 feet from the surface. Product, hur­ 
ley and other small grain, vineyards, 
semi-tropical trees, and in fact all 
kinds of vegetation.

the summer months; at least this is 
the general experience of those who 
have not tried deep and thorough cul­ 
tivation.

Confining 
himself to agriculture und its legiti­ 
mate laurels, he is to-day worth over 
$200,000. Anot her person came here 
some 6 years ago with nothing, started 
witii his hands, by day labor, saved 
bis money, invested it in land, and 
improved it by his work aud earn­ 
ings. To-day lie is worth some $10,660 
A lazy, careless, thriftless man, will 
not succeed here any more than in 
other places. 


C IT IES AN D V ILLA G ES. 
In this valley, within a radiuH of!5 
miles, are ten villages and cities. Los 
Angeles city, 5,000, inhabitants, Wil­ 
mington, 5(M>; Anaheim, 2,000; Gal­ 
latin, El Monte, Han Gabriel, Tustin, 
Santa Ana, Florence, und Compton, 
each having several hundred inhabit­ 
ants; being 
really the nucleus of 
large farming settlements. 
Several 
mining cumps exist back in the|inoim- 
tuins, where gold und silver are ob­ 
tained in very paying quantities. 
From the foregoing facts, any one 
can at once 
determine the agri­ 
cultural availability of Los Angeles 
county.

Bishop. Mr. Gilder’s piano playing is 
superb. He plays Gottschalk’s music 
probably better than any one in the 
Htates to-day. W hat lie does play he 
plays divinely. 
Kunkel, Rail', Gott­ 
sehalk, and Liszt, the most brilliant 
of nineteenth century composers, have 
no better exponent. 
His is by far and 
away the best playing that ever has 
been, or probably ever will be heard in 
Los Angeles. 
The most unpleasant 
part of this short notice lias yet to 
come; it consists in saying “good-bye” 
and “God bless you” to one of the best 
and noblest women th at ever lived— 
Anna Bishop Schultz. Her vifcit here 
is a “ white stone” in the history of 
Southern California, and many will 
look back in years to come to the time 
when she was here. 
Criticism of her 
singing is almost indecorous, for all 
she does is done perfectly. 
She will 
doubtless receive as warm a welcome 
in San Diego as here, ami she will not 
forget that her four concerts here were 
a series of brilliant triumphs, such us 
no other artist has ever achieved.

Probable Grain Demand. 


There is a very remarkable grain tle- 
Aciency in the present grain crop in 
Europe. 
In France alone the defl- 
eiency amounts to about 82,000,000 
bushels, while England will at least 
require 10,000,000 more than France. 
Belgium, Italy, Hwitzerland, H un­ 
gary 
and Germany 
will have to 
purchase at least 50,000,000 bushels. 
Many of the nations mentioned have 
been considered self-sustaining and 
have usually grain to export, that 
now 
reports short crops. 
Russia, 
which lias heretofore exported wheat 
largely, has only an average crop. 
During 1870 the United Htates sent 20,­ 
000,000 bushels of wheat to Great 
Britain, and Russia 16,000,000; last year 
the latter country sent 16,000,000 and 
the United Htates only 8,000,000. The 
New York Bulletin of the 9th Inst., 
contains the following suggestive re­ 
marks; 
The grain trade for 1873-74 promises 
then to be very active, with the m ar­ 
kets in favor of the producers. But 
although the world’s demands are 
likely to lie so far above the average, 
there seems to lie no reason to appre­ 
hend that tiie supply will not be 
equal to it. The very knowledge of 
the necessities of England and the 
other European nations, will bring out 
every available bushel of grain in the 
world. The immense and unprece­ 
dented Aow of bread stuffs from a 
thousand different sources affords at 
once a guarantee for the future, an in­ 
centive to legitimate business enter­ 
prise, and a warning against specula­ 
tion.

Near Death. 
The following amusing sketch of the 
balloon ascension is reprinted from 
the San Francisco Call: 
The balloon ascension from the City 
Gardens yesterday came very near re­ 
sulting in disaster and loss of life. 
The balloon which left the Gardens at 
4:20 p. m. contained about thirty thou­ 
sand feet of gas, and carried as pas­ 
sengers Edwin H. Clough, of this pa­ 
per, and William W. Austin, of the 
Chronicle, each of whom being anx­ 
ious to obtain full particulars of the 
voyage, were bent upon accomplish­ 
ing the trip if the other did. Neither 
of the would-be aeronauts paid particu­ 
lar attention to the tilling of the bal­ 
loon, trusting to the management of the 
Gardens and Professor Lay. The hour 
was late and the crowd impationt, 
consequently the ascension had to 
take place, if only one man went into 
the car of the balloon; and the main 
through which the gas was supplied 
being only four inches in diameter, 
the amount of gas could not have been 
large. As has been subsequently ascer­ 
tained, the supply of gas only amounted 
to about thirty thousand feet, and the 
risk of ascension was redoubled in 
like proportion. The reporters before 
mentioned, however, resolved to take 
that risk, and nt the word of command 
given by Professor Lay, soared towards 
that portion of the heavens known as 
the ‘‘nether blue.” 
THE ROPE WAS CAST LOOSE, 
And the two men weieleft alone in 
illimitable space, with the surround­ 
ing country from the Pacific Coast to 
the Coast Range stretching away far 
below them. For a moment they en­ 
joyed the delightful scenery — the 
winding streets, the hazy mountains 
and the glistening water; a moment 
afterward apprehension felled their 
hearts—they were drifted seaward. 
At five o'clock the barometer indica­ 
tedA HEIGHT OVER THREE MILES, 
With a current due west. A few mo­ 
ments after, one of the voyagers no­ 
ticed that Meigg’s wharf, was almost 
directly underneath him, and gave 
the order to pull the valve-rope. The 
balloon answered to the pull, and drift­ 
ed gently to the northward. But too 
much gas had been already exhausted, 
and the balloon, hanging over the 
Golden Gate, one mile west of the 
north Head light, began to drop like 
a flash of lightning, if that fluid can 
be measured by time. 
The baro­ 
meter indicated, at the time the young 
leronauts began to fall, fully two 
miles above the surface of the water, 
and in exactly two minutes, the bask­ 
et struck the surges of the Pacific 
ocean beyond the north Head Light. 
It was an awful moment for those two 
men. Their combined weight kept 
the basket upon the water, without 
completely submerging it, although 
Austin went under three or four times, 
while Clough, confident that he could 
reach the Marin connty shore by swim­ 
ming, clung to the other side. The 
billows of the grand Pacific swept with 
irresistable force into the bay, but 
these men clung to their frail support 
until one of them saw a boat approach­ 
ing, and apprised the other of the fact. 
Then, and not till then, did the cour­ 
age of those two lost men revive. A 
race then ensued between the balloon 
and the boat—a Whitehall, pulled by 
tw’o men. First the boat seemed to 
be gaining on the balloon, and the ag­ 
ony of those men clinging to the frail 
wickerwo-k of that balloon, may be 
better asserted than described. One of 
them certainly, and he in the better 
position for escape, felt, that the boat 
COULD NEVER REACH THE FOUNDER­ 
ING BALLOON. 
And hoping onlv to sustain his com­ 
panion’s courage, yelled, yes, actually 
yelled, to him to cling on to the ropes 
to the last, knowing that he could not 
swim. Slowly, far too slowly, that 
boat approached, until it was along­ 
side of the foundering balloon, almost 
in mid-ocean. Those who have been 
at sea know how difficult it is to shout 
through a gale to a companion in dis­ 
tress, lout when almost certain death 
stares a person in the face, it is a dif­ 
ferent thing—he cannot hear a single 
word, and so it was with Austin, al­ 
though admonished in the sternest 
tones, which danger alone countenan­ 
ces, to let go his hold upon the valve 
rope of the balloon, and although he 
had already been under the water 
four or five times in the almost inef­ 
fectual attempt to keep his head above 
the surface of those terrific surges that 
sweep througli the Golden Gate, he 
did manage to hang to the balloon 
until Clough.LEAPED AAV AY 
And swam for the rescuing boat, which 
he reached, and calling upon the boat­ 
men to pull with all their strength, 
succeeded in rescuing the unfortunate 
Chronicle reporter, but lost the bottle 
of prime brandy cocktails especially 
prepared for the trip. Perhaps it 
might be as Avell to mention the fact 
that Austin, being of an aspiring dis­ 
position sprang fully three hundred 
feet from the surface of the ocean be­ 
fore the boat succeeded in rescuing 
him, but that, of course, is of no con­ 
sequence, since two reporters Avere 
rescued from an untimely grave, and 
are left to watch a community’s mis­ 
doings. Two young men named Hod­
